The Way 
of common Writers in this K ind, is rather the Deſcription 
than the Expreſſion of Sorrow. There is no Medium in 
theſe Artempts; and you mult go to the very Bottom of 
the Heart, or it is all meer Language; and the Writer 
of ſuch' Lines is no more a Poet, than a Man is a Phyſi- 
cian for knowing the Names of Diſtempers, without the 
Cauſes of them. Men of Senſe are profeſſed Enemies to 
all fuch empty Labours: For he who pretends to be for- 
rowful, and is not, is a Wretch yet more contemptible 
than he who prerends to be merry, and is not. Such & 
Tragedian is _ maudlin drunk. The Gentleman went 
on with much Warmth ; bur all he could ſay had little 
Eſſeck upon me: But when I came hither, I ſo far ob- 
ſerved his Counſel, that I looked into Shakeſpear.

Frills pretended, that though he had Revenves large. 
enough to go on his own, Bottom, yet it was below one;

there fore he alſo retired. I was extreamly troubled, to. 
ſe the glorious Marr of London left with no other Guar- 
dlan bar him, of Credit. But Pacer told me, That Trag, 
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ders had nothing to do with the Honour and Cmſtience of 
their Correſ pondents, provided they ſupported a general 
Behaviour in the World, which could not hurt their Cre- 
dit or their Purſes : For (ſaid he) you may in this one 
Tract of Building of London and W:ſtminfter ſee the ima- 
ginary Motives on which the greateſt Affairs move, as 
well as in rambling over the Face of the Earth. For 
though Alet hes is the real Governor, as well as Legilla- 
tor of Mankind, he has very little Buſineſs but to make 
up Quarrels, and is only a general Referree, to whom 
every Men pretends to appeal; but is ſatisfied with his 
Determinations no further than they promote his own 
Intereſt. Hence it is, that the Soldier and the Courtier 
model their Actions according to Yeriſemilis's Manner, 
and the Merchant according to that of Umbra. 1 — 34 
theſe Men; Honour and: Credit are not valuable Poſſeſ- 
ſions in-themſelvcs, or purſued out of a Principle of Ju- 
ſtiee; but meerly as they are ſerviceabte to Ambition 

and to Commerce. But the World will never be in any 
Manner of Order or Tranquillity, till Men are firmly 

convinced, that Conſcience, Honour and Credit, are all 

in one [Intereſt ; and that without the Concurrence of the 
former, the latter are bur Impoſitions upon our ſelves 

and others. The Force theſe deluſwe Words have, is not 

ſeen in the TranſaQtions of the buſie World only, but 
alſo have their Tyranny over the Fair Sex. Were you to 

ask the 8 Lais, What Pangs of Reflection, prefer- 
ing the Conſideration of her Honour to her Conſcience, 
has given her? She could tell y ou, That it has forced her 
to drink op half a Gallon this Winter of Tow Daſſapa's- 
Potions; That ſhe ſtill pines away for fear of being a. 
Mother; and knows not, but the Moment ſhe, is ſuch, 
he ſhall be a Murdereſs : But if Conſcience had as ſtrong.” 
a Force upon the Mind as Honour, the firſt Step to her. 
unhappy Condition had never been made; ſhe had (till 
been innocent, as ſhe is beautiful. Were Men ſo en-

HE Impoſition of honeſt Names and Words upon 
improper Subjects, has made fo regular a Confution

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THE Figures which the ancient Nr and 
Poets put upon Love and Luft in their Writings, are ve- 
ry inſtructive. Love is a beavreous blind Child, adorn'd 
with a Quiver and a Bow, which he plays with, and 
ſhoors around him, without Delign or Direction; to inti- 
mare to us, that the Perfon beloved has no Intention to 
give us the Anxieties we meet with; but that the Beau- 
ties of a worthy Object are like the Charms of a lovel 
Infant: They cannot but attract your Concern and Fon 
neſs, though the Child ſo regarded is as inſenſible of the 
Value you put upon it, as it Is that it deſerves your Bene- 
volence. On the other Side, the Sages figured Luſt in 
the Form ef a Satire; of Shape, Part humane, Part be- 
ſtial ; to ſigniſie that the Followers of it proſtitute the 
Reaſon of a Man to purſue the Appetites of a Beaſt. This 
Satyr is made to haunt the Paths and Coverts of the 
Wood Nymphs and Shepherdeſſes, to lurk on the Banks 
of Rivulets, and watch the purling Streams, — the Re- 
ſorts of retired Virgins) to ſhow, that lawleſs Deſire 
tends chiefly to prey upon Innocence, and has ſomething 
fo unnatural in it. that it hates its own Make, and ſhuns 
the Object it lov'd, as ſoon as it has made it like it ſelf, 
Love therefore is a Child that complains and bewails its 
Inability ro help ir ſelf, and weeps for Aſſiſtance, with- 
out an immediate Reffection or Knowledge of the Food 
it wants: Luſt, a watchful Thief which ſeizes its Prey, 
and Jays Snares for its own Relief ; and its principal Ob- 
ject being Innocence, it never robs, but it murders at the 
ame Time. 

FROM this Idea of a Cupid and a Satyr, we may 
fettle our Notion of theſe different Deſires, and accord- 
ingly rank their Followers. Aſpaſis mult therefore be 

How'd to be the firſt of the beauteous Order of Love, 
whoſe unaffected Freedom, and conſcious Innocence, give 
her the Attendance of the Graces in all her Actions. That 
awful Diſtance which we bear towards her in all our 
Thoughts of her, and that chearful Familiarity with 
which we approach her, are certain Inſtances of her be- 
ing the trueſt Objet of Love of any of her Sex, In this 
accompliſh'd Lady, Love is the conſtant Effect, becauſe 
it is never the Detign. Yet, though her Mien carries 
much more Invitation than Command, to behold her is 
an immediate Check to looſe Behaviour; and to love 


her, is a liberal Education: For, it being the Nature of 


all Love to create an Imitation of the beloyed Perſon in 
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the Lover, a Regard for Aſpaſia naturally produces De- 
cency of . and —. Conduct of Life, in her 
Admirers. If therefore the  S\gghng Lucippe could but 
ſee her Train of Fops aſſembled, a 409015 move by 
them, ſhe would be mortified at the Veneration with 
which ſhe is beheld, even by Lucippe's own. unthinking 
Fquipage, whoſe Paſſions have long taken Leave of their 
Underſtandings. 

AS Charity is eſteemed a Conjunttion of the good 
Qualities neceſſary to a virtuous Man, ſo Love is the hap- 
2] Compoſition. of all the Accompliſhments that make a 

e Gentleman. The Motive of a Man's Life is ſeen in 
all his Actions; and ſuch as have the beauteous Boy for 
their Inſpirer, have à Simplicity of Behaviour, and a 
certain Evenneſs of Deſire, which burns like the Lamp 
of Life in their Boſoms ; while they who are inſtigated 
by the Satyr, are ever tortured by ſealouſc of the Ob- 
je of their Wiſhes; often deſire what they ſcorn, and 
as often conſciouſly and knowingly embrace where they 
are mutually indifferent. | 

FLOR1O, the generous Husband, and Limberham, 
the kind Keeper, are noted Examples of the different 
Effects which theſe Deſires produce in the Mind. Amanda, 
who is the Wife of Hario, lives in the continual Enjoy- 
ment of new Inſtances-ef her Husband's Friendſhip, and
